TESTIMONY IS ADDED 


Former German Ambassador to England, 


_ Confided To British Admiral His Knowledge That the

The following authentic statement 
fs of interest because it confirms 
a different angle Prince Lich- 
nowsky’s recently published revele- 
tlons. ait also is one more of the 
hundred pieces of testimony which 
prove that the German kaiser’ was 
meditating war 4n the spring of 1914: 
Whef diplomatic relations were 
broken off between England and 
Germany, the English sent the Ger- 
man ambassador, Prince Lichnow- 
sky, home with full honors, unlike 
the boorish treatment which the 
kaiser gave the French ambassador, 
M. Cambon. The battleship on 
» which the prince went back was 
commanded by Atimiral Hood, who 
was on very friendly relations with 
Lichnowsky. For the latter, being a 
Slav, had good manners, which the 
russians have never been able to 
attain, and had been really popular in 
London society. 


During the crossing the prince was 
much dejected, and he said in sub-. 
stance to Admiral Hood: 

“I might as well jump overboard, 
for my career is ended. Three 
months ago (that is about May 1) 
his majesty the emperor wrote and 
instructed me to investigate secret- 
ly the state of English public opinion 
and to let him know whether there 
was any likelihood that the English 
would enter the war in case we made 
war. I looked over the ground in all 

‘ . directions and replied that the Eng- 
lish were not likely to go to war on 
any account. In the first place, they 
had ceased to be a martial nation. 
They had grown so rich that their 
chief desire was to enjoy the luxur, 
gee comfort which their wealt 

rought them. Next, they had a 
elvil war on their hands in Ireland. 
Then, they had only a very small 


army ready—160,000 men—and it 
would take them at least a year to 
train any considerable force. Finally, 


I added, they had grown so unmili- 
tary that they allowed even women 
(suffragettes) to intimidate them. 


“T have no doubt,” said Lichnow- 
sky, “that my report must have in- 
fluenced the decision of the emperor 
in forcing the war. So you see what 
my fate is likely to be,” 


On his return to London im- 
mediately after, Admiral Hood re- 


_ peated Prince Lichnowsky’s  state- 
ng es several persons and, among 
worldwite reputation, who repeared 
it to me soon after he came back to 
Boston. I printed the story in my 
“Germany versus Civilization” more 
than two years ago, but I did not 
give Admiral Hood as its source be- 
cause he was then in active seryice 
in the British navy. He went down 
with his ship, as every one knows, 
in the battle of Jutland; and’ there 
can be rio impropriety in naming him 
now. 

In the light of such evidence, how 
long will even the German people go 
on believing the lie which the kaiser 
passed off on them at the beginning 
of the war when he assured them 
that the sword had been forced into 

is hands? — By William. Roscie 
Thayer, in the New York Times.

Hoarding of Food Stuffs 


Order Will Not Work Hardship or 
Inconvenience Unnecessarily 


Farmers may be.- reassured that 
there is no intention on the part of 
the authorities to inconvenience them 
unduly in their busy season with un- 
necessary restrictions and regulations 
as regards the hoarding of  food- 
stuffs. 

An order of the Canada food board 
recently made it illegal for people 
to have more than 15 days’ supply of 
flour, made wholly or in part from 
wheat, on hand at any one time. 
For people living at a greater dis- 
tance than two miles and not less 
than five miles from dealers licensed 
by the Canada food board, sufficient 
for their ordinary requirements up 
to 30 days only was allowed and for 
persons living 10 miles or more 120 
days supply. 

Barthes it was required that 
such surplus holdings should 
with be returned to the miller 
dealer from whom they were 
chased, at the purchase price or 
the market price, whichever 
the lower. 

This order was designed. primarily 
to remedy a state of things in the 
towns and cities, as it was common- 
ly reported that some people had 
laid in undue quantities of flour in 
view of the world’s scarcity,  scl- 
fishly thinking that they would be 
sure of a normal supply for the next 

ear or so whether the people’ in 
urope starved or not. 
In the case of farmers, however, it 
ointed out that it was their custom 
n many cases to take wheat to the 
mill and get several months’ supply 
ground on one occasion s0 as_ to 
save frequent trips and waste of 
time. To require that such a farmer 
return all surplus flour to the mill 
and then come back every couple of 
weeks, or like short intervals, for 
supplies of their own flour, would 
seriously interfere with farm work, 
Occasioning unnecessary travelling 
and the waste of days precious, es- 
pecially at seeding and harvest time, 
to the cause of production, a cause 
more important, even, than that of 
conservation. 

Bona, fide farmers are now permit- 
ted to hold flour in excess of the 
amounts provided for other people. 


makes this express provesre 

“A bona fide farmer shall be per- 
mitted to hold, subject to the order 
of the Canada food board, the 
amount of flour, made wholly or in 
part from wheat, he may have in his 
possession in excess of the amount 
perpened by order No. 31 if, on or 
efore the 15th day of June, 1918, he 
reports to the miller or dealer, from 
whom it was purchased or by whom 
it was manufactured, the excess 
amount held by him.” ; 

When these reports are received 
it is the duty of the miller or dealer 
to pass them on to the Canada food 
board and thus it will be known by 
the authorities what the supply of

}flour in the country.is. and. where it 


is. Further this order’ provides that 
in cases where a farmer or any oth- 
er person has in his possession one 
partly used barrel or package he 
shall not-be required to return his 
surplus requirements nor shall he be 
required to return amounts of less 
than 25 pounds. Thus it is seen that 
the intention of the order is entirely 
reasonable and will not work hard- 
ship or inconvenience unnecessarily. 


Soldiers of the Soil 


In the Prairie Provinces the Propor- 
tion of Boys Engaged Is Over 
Ninety Per Cent. 


Approximately two boys out of 
every three who have enrolled in the 
Soldiers of the Soil movement in 
British Columbia have been unable 
to find positions, farmers and ranch- 
ers being unwilling to hire the city 
youths. Latest figures available 
show that out of 1,800 boys enlisted, 
only 613 have been engaged. In the 
prairie provinces the proportion of 
boys engaged is over ninety per cent. 
and it is possible that several hun- 
dred lads will be shipped from the 
coast to Alberta and Saskatchewan 
unless the demand there improves 
materially very soon. 

In the prairie provinces the de- 
mand is “about equal to the supply. 
Alberta has 624 out of 802 placed, 
Saskatchewan 1,159 out of 1,215, and 
Manitoba 1,059 out of 1,437. In On- 
tario it is estimated that 1,500 boys 
will be distributed to the farms. 
Thirty Y.M.C.A. men will supervise 
the work of Protestant boys, while 
the Roman Catholic boys will be 
looked after by the church. Every 
boy will be visited by some one in- 
terested in his welfare.

Everyone = e¢very- 
where was, still discussing “the mir- 
acle of the Marne,” and the old offi- 
cer and I joined the stream. He had 
been in the thick of it, Hé discus- 
sed some incidents of it almost with 
tears, especially the hour, when he 
missed the best target of his life, 


as he phrased it, because the des- 
patch-rider who was bringing him 
official leave to fire skidded in the 
mud off his motorcycle and could 


not get the machine to move again. 
Finally I put the inevitable _ ques- 
tion: 

“Who wrought the miracle of the 
Marne?” t 

“Tactically,” he said, “the final vic- 
tory was due to Gencral Foth.”

Food Board Regulations 


Duty and Privilege of the Provinces 
to Enforce Federal Laws 


| Enforcement of the Canada _ food 
board's regulations as to food con-! 
servation has been placed in the; 


municipalities and of dffierent 
provinces throughout the Dominion. 

It is the duty and privilege of the 
Provinces to enforce federal laws and 
the orders of the Canada food hoard 


passed tipon aiithority of o 
sued by the privyggouncil and’ pub- 
lished in the ca Gazette. It, 
therefore, becomes the duty of police 
officers throughout the Dominion to 
acquaint themselves with these reg- 
‘ulations regarding our food supply 
and to see to it that they. are obey- 
ed.. At this stare of the world’s food 
situation, when 4,750,000 people. in; 
| Europe haye starved to death as 
compared to 4,250,000 soliders who 
{have died as the result of battle, it 
is beyond cavil or dispute that these 
food regulations are absolutely nec- 
essary. Indeed many people in com- 
munication with friends in. England 
or in France think our Canadian reg- 
ulations-mild. in. view of .what people 
on the other side are undergoing. 
Patriotism as well as duty should in- 
spire submission to these restrictions 
by the public and vigilent enforce- 
ment of them by the officers of the 
law. 

In cases of convictions secured by 
the municipal police officers, it should 
be noted that where these convic- 


1 


tions result in the imposition of 
fines, the moncy from these fines is 
to be paid to the municipal treasur- 


ies, and similarly in the cases where 
provincial officers secure convictions. 
The Canada food board has cireular- 
ized these orders in official form 
throughout the police machinery of 
the various provinces, beginning with 
the attorneys-general and continuing 


and Crown prosecutors. In some 
provinces the chief constables have 
,also received copies of the various 
|}orders affecting the public. As a re- 
| sult, throughout Canada of recent 
weeks, there has been a crop of con- 
victions. In all cases the magistrates 
have stood firmly behind the regula- 


tions and imposed the penalties 
provided, These run from $100 
$1,000, in fines or imprisonment -up 
to three months or both. Restaurant 
keepers, who have served meat on 
prohibited days and hours, served 
sugar on the tables or wasted food, 
have been brought to task and the 
wide-spread publicity this has  en- 
tailed will do a great deal more to 
assure conservation of food in pub- 
lic eating places than anything else. 
The anti-loafing law, also bearing 
upon war-time food production, has 
likewise been enforced. Magistrates 
have seized the opportunity of deal- 
ing with loafers, tramps and “sports” 
by putting them to work on the 
farms. Non-essential industries have 
been interpreted by some magis- 
trates into more or less definite 
groups and men who had no better 
excuse than employment in. said 
questionable industries have been 
ordered to get into more useful oc- 
cupations. In Winnipeg a great 
change has been observed in the 
streets since this law went into ef- 
fect. The idlers and loafers have 
disappeared. ,

Annual Report of Department of Labour Shows 
Membership of Unions Has Largely Increased 


During War hrc tl Large Number of 


Enlistments—Contains Interesting Statistical 
Facts in Regard to Trade Unionism. 


The seyenth annual report on Labor 
Organization in Oanada, containing 
statistivs, etc., for the calendar year 
1917, has been’ issued by the Depart- 
ment of Labor. The figures show that 
trade union membership in the Dom- 
inion has reached the highest point 
recorded since the Department com- 
menced the publication of these an- 
nual reports in 1911, the total numer- 
ical strength at the close of the year 
1917 being 204,630. In all there are 
1,974 local branch unions in Canada, 
1,702 comprising 164,896 members, 
being affiliated with international or- 
ganizations, 244 with 32,343 members 
are connected with non-internaticnal 
bodies and 23 having 7,391 members 
are independent units. There was an 
increase of 79 local branches during the 
year, and a membership gain of 35,773; 
the non-international bodies had an 
increase of 55 branches and 9,459 mem- 
bers, und the independent units had 
an addition of one, but the reported 

embership shows a loss of 1,009. The 
membership of all classes of organized 
labor in Canada as reported to the 
Department for the past seven years 
has been as follows :

In canning cleanliness of  equip- 
ment is important. The jars should 
be immaculate. Before packing in 
the jars, vegetables should be dip- 
ped into boiling water, This is. cal- 
led blanching.. When removed, they 
should be plunged for a moment in- 
to cold water. This is the cold-dip. 
They should then be put into the 
jars immediately. 

Run a finger around the edge of 
necks of jars, and if there are sharp 
little projections, file them off or 
scrape with an old knife. See that 
glass tops fit when placed without

The Importance of Play 


The Importance of Ofganized Re- 
creation Is Shown 


As the war goes on the “business 
of play” is increasing. instead of 
diminishing. This is as it should be, 
for, quite apart from the pleasure 
and. profit of play at any time, many 
observers are beginning to ask what 
reduction in the cost of training sol- 
diers to fight there would have been 
had they been first trained to play in 
years past. Had such been the case, 
a large number of those who volun- 
teered for military service and were 
refused might have possessed physi- 
cal qualifications closer to the stand- 
ard of their patriotism. That our 
government realizes the importance 
of organized recreation is shown by 
the fact that the war and navy de- 
partment commissions on training 
camp activities have taken over 
bodily the playground and recreation 
association of America to carry on 
its beneficient work for our new ar- 
mies under the name war camp 
community service. 

Recent figures compiled by this 
association show the extension of 
play into the winter months, and the 
increasing demand for lighted play- 
grounds for evening usc. Some 600 
playgrounds are now opened and

The number of schools established 
to train playground leaders is. in- 
creasing, and the standard of those 
worke.3s has been raised by civil ser- 
vice examinations. About 9,000 men 
and-women are now employed to 
direct play ‘at recreation centres. 
About three-quarters of a~ million 
boys and girls daily swarm if the 
play centres; and © some 700 school 
buildings are used for play after 
school hours. One of the conse- 
quences of this is ‘the birth of a 
kindlier feeling for the school build- 
ings in the heart of the pupil who 
may have regarded that building as 
a place of torture! ' 

Throughout the country, we réad, 
there are some 200 bathing beaches, 
400 public baths, and 300 swimming 
pools; and during 1917 sorire 4,000 
playgrounds and neighborhood recre- 
ation centres were maintained. A 
recreation centre often means an 
open place where a brass band plays, 
and it sometimes means an indoor 
place where one may take a book 
from the library shelf; we learn that 
in 1917 about fifty cities “specialized” 
in brass bgnds, sixty in orchestras, 
and.200°in®™ community sings; that 
there were debating clubs in forty 
cities and free libraries in many 
more. 

While it is good to read that there 
has been an increase of 18 per cent. 
in the number of playgrounds oper- 
ated and of 50 per cent. in the dol- 
lars spent, we know that the present 
crowded play and recreation centres 
serve only one in fifty of those child- 
ren who should be served. We also 
know that those who - shonld be 
served—indeed, those who are being 
served—are not only babies and boys 
and girls and young people, but 
some men and women who aré nevy- 
er going to grow old. 

As one sees the happy youth, 
therefore, from the poorer _ tene- 
ment districts of our cities in the 
municipal’ and other playgrounds, 
breathing better air, playing games, 
singing songs, crowding the swings, 
seesaws and coasting slides, a sense 
of gratitude comes for their escape 
from unsanitary living conditions, 
from the danger of disease, and the 
anger of injury from street acci- 
dents. 

But there is a future good to reck- 
on with, for play makes for better 
and cleaner citizenship later—From 
the Outlook,
